MARKET CHANGES 


Some people have asked us about the effect of market 
declines on seed prices. The changes will be slight for three 
reasons. Our seed prices were very low in comparison with 
other farm products. Most of them are still cheaper than last 
year in terms of present grain and livestock prices. Second, 
in many lines supplies are drastically short and there simply 
is not enough seed to supply a normal demand. Third, many 
farmers are planning to seed down more than normal acres 
since the market breaks. The wise farmer will get his sup- 
plies now.

. not fully realized. In the publication of the Ohio Agricultural Experiment Station, 
made in November-December of 1944, they report very interesting results from their 
tests. or example, taking the yield per acre of northwestern Grimm at 100, in the 
average of 7 tests. The Oklahoma yielded 99%, Montana and Nebraska 97%, Dakota 
96%, Kansas 94%, Idaho 93%. That very clearly indicates that the Oklahoma Ap-. 
peed Alfalfa was very close to the Grimm in yield and led all of these other 
states. 

From Illinois we do not have any direct experimental report, but we have the 
statement from the Agriculture Experiment Station; and they consider Oklahoma © 
Approved Alfalfa entirely satisfactory. It is recognized as being on a par with 
Kansas and Nebraska common. This same information has come to us from the 
Iowa Agricultural Station. In other words, from the standpoint of yield and pro- 
duction, there seems to be very little difference in these-alfalfas.
